bs a Republican in politics, has he not the 
right to demand that the General Govern­ 
ment shall protect him fully in the right to 
vote as he pleases without being harassed 
or annoyed therctor in any manner by 
those who fought the Government when 
he was its servant ? It cerUinly looks so 
to me, and I think it does to any fair- 
minded man.** 
“You resume in 1879, and are able to 
maintain rebumplion," said he, ‘’the finan­ 
cial question will be solved, and it will be 
no longer a factor in politics. To oblige 
the cast the Democracy will be obliged to 
Tote a hard-money man, and that will lose 
the party the support ol Indiana and other 
Western States essential to its success in 
the Presidential contest. If, on the con­ 
trary, a Greenback man is nominated, the 
Democracy cannot hope for success in 
the East, and between the two stools It 
looks as if it was destined to fall to the 
ground.”

Iu early ages, “ tvhen wild la the w*hx1s 
the noble savage ran,” com pliance with 
the request “ Will you cive m e a light, 
please 
involved, ii tho camp fires had 
gone out, a spell of unremitting hard work, 
considerable manual dexterity aud an un­ 
stinted application of “elbow-grease.” The 
primitive mode ol striking a tire was by 
rubbing one piece of dry wood upon an­ 
other until incandescence was induced. 
Probably Jab*], the lather of dwellers in 
tents and herdsmen, and Jubal, the lather 
of musicians, were indebted, when they 
needed a light, to Tubal Cain, their hall- 
brolbcr, the * first artificer in brass and 
iron,” who doubtless “gathered" his smithy 
fire so that it might smolder through the 
night and be ready for blowing up in the 
in.truing. 
BOW OUR GRANDMOTHERS KETT THE FIRE 
ALIGHT. 
Our grandmothers kept the kitchen fire 
alight ail night by placing a block of coal 
upon it and packing It with small coal or 
astite. so as to allow it to smolder only till 
the morning. The first triumph of “ap­ 
plied science" In “striking a light’’ lay in 
the discovery of the combined capabilities 
of burned linen, or tinder, Hint and steel 
and 
brim^tonc-ttpped 
matcher, 
or 
“spunks,” es they were called ;n some 
parti ol the country. The binder WM r e ­ 
ally a domestic production; the tinder 
boxes and steels, or “frizzles," were made 
at Birmingham or Wolverhampton, where 
a considerable business wr s done in these 
articles. The Hint w n had from where it 
could be picked ap, and the manufacturers 
and venders ol the matches were chiefly 
poor old women. TLe steel was of the form 
of the letter U elongated and reversed, the 
narrower stalk being the handle; the 
broader, which bad a serrated outer edge, 
was used for striking the piece of flint, and 
producirg the sparks which ignited the 
tinder, which in turn lighted the brim ­ 
stone-tipped match. 
The lighted tinder, 
when it had served its purpose, was ex­ 
tinguished by a closc-fltting inner cover 
that was pressed down upon IL 
THE FLINT AND STEEL. 
The flint and steel were also us'd for 
lighting match-paper—thick, porous paper 
that had been dipped in a solution of salt 
f der and afterward dnr i. 
The match- 
papcr was held close to the piece of flint, 
with its edge at the point ol impact with 
the steel. It ignited readily and burned 
freely but without flame. 
Amandin or 
German timber and “touchwood,” being 
woo ly tissue in a certain state of decay, 
were sometimes used in the same way ae 
match-papcr. 
The methods of igniting 
fire, as has been seen, were up to this 
poiut by rude mechanical expedient'. It 
Is only during the if st half century that 
science may be said to have been applied 
to the manufacture of matches. 
One of 
the earliest novelties was the “ m^tantanc- 
us ligutniog-bojc,” which 
contained a 
bottle charged with sulphuric acid an i 
fibrous asbestos. The tipped match was 
let into the bottle and caught fire in con­ 
tact with the acid. 
The 
revolut on in 
match-making and the origin of the match 
manufacture as a large aud important in­ 
dustry may be said to date from the intro- 
duction of phosphorus as au igniting agent 
applied in various ways. 
The curious 
scientific toys, the “instantaneous light­ 
ning” and “phosphorus boxes,” J ad a Urn - 
Red sale at a guinea each, a irw a rd s re­ 
duced by degrees to a shilling. 
There are 
now matches in the market that sell at the 
rate of IKK) for a halfpenny.—Good Worth* 


a C h icken** H e a d F e ll a* th e 
M o n g o lia n * S w o re 
From the Log Angelos (Cal.) Herald, October 30. 
In the County Court the trial of the Peo­ 
ple against Ah Chee a n i Ah Q'loug, in­ 
dicted for robbing a China woman of jew­ 
elry and other vatu (hies, was begun to ­ 
day. The parties to the suit being all Mon- 
go! la as, it was c included to swear the wit­ 
ness by the most binding Chinese form. 
As the ceremony consisted of sacrifice both 
of lire and blood, it was found necessary to 
adjourn to the sidewalk m front of the 
court house. A chicken and the necessary 
joss 
sticks 
or 
wooden 
tapers 
were 
procured, 
and 
the 
fatter 
stuck in the ground and lighted. 
While 
they were burning the prosecuting witness 
(the woman who had been robbed) held 
rn hniinabd consult Ilion with the Rev. 
Mr. NtViD, court interpreter, after which 
two wax tapers were lighted, and, after 
being brought in coui&ct with the Leek of 
the chicken, were stuck in the ground. 
Now began the strious business. A formid­ 
able puce cl yellow paper, covered with 
Chine*c characters, was brought out and 
handed to Mr. Nevin, who declined to re­ 
ceive i \ saying in EoglLh that if he or any 
white man read It the ceremony would 
lose much ot its force, as the witnesses 
would claim th it they had not understood 
him. The document was then tendered to 
several Chinamen, all of whom refused to 
read if, one saying in good English that he 
would not read the paper for a hundred 
thousand dollars. 
Finally a Chinaman was found brave 
enough to undertake the office, 
lie read 
the dread formula first to the woman, who 
repeated It as he read. At its conclusion 
a large bundle of paper, previously pre­ 
pared, was lighted, oyer which the woman 
stepped a couple of times and then took 
possession ol the chicken and the sacri­ 
ficial knife, a cleaver-shaped implement, 
which had lain by the side of the fire dur­ 
ing the reading of the oath. Tho male 
witnesses were then arranged in front of 
the fire, the oath was again read, each 
repeating it atter the reader, who, after he 
had finished reading it, threw it on the fire. 
The Chinamen then, one by one, stepped 
over the fire, the head of the chicken was 
chopped olT by the woman jand the sacri­ 
fice was accomplished. 
We 
made an 
effort to get a translation of the oath, but 
were unsuccessful.

It soon became bruited about, 
and anxious mothers, and lond sisters, and 
some who were not sisters, improved the 
first opportunity given by the close of the 
service, to fall upon each others necks and 
weep at inc terrible fate that awaited their 
sons, brothers, and lovers.
